Riparian issue tabled 


= Easement for proposed marina will be on agenda for 
April 8 regular meeting of the Boyne me ally Commission 


With more than 150 people on hand, in- 
cluding about 50 folks standing in the hall- 
way, the Boyne City City Commission lis- 
tened to comments from both camps regard- 
ing the upcoming marina proposal at the One 
Water Strect property on Lake Charlevoix. 
And though mayor Eleanor Stackus requested 
that those commenting stick to the issue of a 
riparian easement (the only issue regarding 
the marina on that evening's agenda), it was 
clear that those attending had more to say. 

The issue of riparian lines was, however, 
the question on the table for the evening. The 
riparian issue, according to city manager 
Michael Cain, is really two-fold: what, if any, 
are the ramifications of adopting the lines as 
drawn by surveyor Sherm Chamberlain, and 
whether or not the city can provide an ease- 
ment, as requested. into city riparian area. 

“There's nothing but gray area,” Cain said 


The first issue, regarding the proposed ri- 
parian lines as drawn by Chamberlain in a 
study commissioned recently by the City, is 
a contentious one due to some dispute over 
what the lines mean in terms of the owner- 
ship of the property at the end of Water Street, 
i.e. that portion that runs from the street's end 
“Tt is the City’s position 
that we do maintain control of [that portion 
Cain said. As proposed. 
however, the riparian lines, according to City 
“create an ambiguity 
of property [ownership] south of the riparian line.” 

The second question, that of whether it is within the City’s rights to 
grant an easement Over riparian lines, is one that, too, is not “black and 
white” according to Cain. City attorney Murray, however, has been di- 
rected by the Commission to render an opinion on the matter, and has 
determined that if the City Commission “chose to grant an easement, they 
do have the legal ability to do so,” Cain said. “Based on our legal research, 
we believe we do have that ability.” 

Whether they will do so remains to be seen. With the easement request 
on' the agenda, local builder Todd Wright, representing property owners 
and developers Greg Krueger and Joe Thomas, gave a presentation to the 
cqmmission regarding both the nature of the proposed marina project as

= Commissioners 
begin work on 
BC city budget 


Boyne City Commissioners were 
scheduled to take part in a special 
work session Tuesday night after be- 
ing presented at last week's regular 
commission meeting with the pro- 
posed city budget for the fiscal year 
2003-04. 

The budget, according to city man- 
ager Michael Cain, reflects “tough 
economic times.” 

“In the best of times,” Cain said in 
his written budget message, “prepar- 
ing a municipal budget can be chal- 
longing ... This year, the challenge 
is compounded by continuing cuts in 
state revenue sharing. our third larg- 
est source of general fund revenues 
behind property taxes and charges for 
services, as well as significant in- 
creases in some of our reoccuring 
expenses like our insurances.” 

Calling the proposed budget “fis- 
cally conservative and balanced.” 
Cain is not recommending any staff 
reductions; the budget does, however, 
contain cuts. ‘There are sacrifices in 
every department of the city,” he said. 

Cutting expenditures has enabled 
the city, in the proposed budget, to 
avoid “dipping into” the General 
Fund balance. which is anticipated to 
be $1.120.271 at the end of the up- 
coming fiscal year. 

The millage will remain at 17.2 
mills, with 17 mills going to the Gen- 
eral Fund, and .2 mills in debt reduc- 
tion, General property taxes for op- 
eration raise 63 percent of the city’s 
general fund revenues, bringing in a 
total of $2,162,350 to the General 
Fund. 

Water and sewer rate increases are

Four-county police chase ends in East Jordan 


A 70-mile police chase spanning 
four northern Michigan counties 
ended in East Jordan on Saturday, 
March 15, with the suspect’s car 
boxed in by police just west of the 
bridge on M-32. 

The suspect was pulled from the 
vehicle and wrestled to the ground, 
according to police officials, and 
transported to Charlevoix Area Hos- 
pital, where he was treated for a gun- 
shot wound to the leg. His namé is 
being withheld pending arraignment 
in 46th Circuit Trial Court. 

The apprehension came after a po- 
lice chase which began when the sus- 
pected car thief, a 31-year-old 
Traverse City man who allegedly 
stole a vehicle from Williams 


Chevrolet in Traverse City shortly 
after 2 p.m., was first sighted by a 
state trooper fram the Kalkaska post 
in the red 2002 GMC pickup truck in 
the village of Kalkaska. As the 
trooper attempted to make a traffic 
stop, the driver fled and later fired at 
Jeast two shotgun rounds at state po- 
lice units following behind ‘him, po- 
lice officials reported. 

“Due to oncoming traffic the 
trooper was unable to return fire,” said 
Lt. Greg Tait of the Michigan State 
Police Kalkaska Post, adding that 
troopers maintained pursuit of the 
suspect. 

Police units followed the vehicle 
into Antrim County, where the sus- 
pect reportedly pulled on to an un- 


paved trail on Musser Road and ex- 
ited the truck carrying a shotgun; he 
then allegedly entered a nearby home 
later fleeing with an undisclosed 
amount of money and the residents’ 
pick-up truck. The residents alerted 
police to the theft, the car was spot- 
ted on US 131 where police officers 
returned to the pursuit. Kalkaska 
Deputy Scott Griffith reportedly then 
spotted the vehicle traveling near 
Ajden, and began pursuit. The sus- 
pect lost control of the truck, sliding 
into a snowbank and then exiting the 
vehicle, shooting at the deputy who 
stood about 30 yards away. 

In the exchange of gunfire that fol- 
lowed, Griffith reportedly shot the 
suspect in the leg.

WITH “YOUTH IN GOVERNMENT’ 


Three East Jordan High School students retarned 
from Lansing last week after a five-day initiation into 
the inner workings of state government. 

Matt Malpass, Dale Henning, and Jessica Vallance 
all took part in the Youth In Government program, a 
YMCA-sponsored event which, for more than 50 years, 
has given high school students from around the state 
the opportunity to participate in a mock session of state 
government, with themselves in all the pertinent roles, 
from page on up to governor. 

For Malpass, Henning, and Vallance, the experience 
is one that will stick with them. 

* “It was definitely something interesting,” Malpass 
said. “It was a fot of fun.” 

The trio was East Jordan High School's second group to attend Youth in 
Government, with teacher Rob Essenberg initiating the school’s participa- 
tion last year, after having been exposed to it himself in his previous posi- 
tion as a teacher in Allendale. “It's an incredible experience for learning.” 
he said. “Even if [a student] doesn’t like politics, it will give them a better 
understanding of the gridlock [of the political process], and see it first hand 
rather than just hearing about it.” 

Indeed, it’s a first hand, and hands-on, experience. Essenberg and other 
adults present act, for the most part. as mere observers. The five-day event 
is the students’ show to run.

aren't allowed on the floor,” Henning said. ’ 

Though the initial hours were, Malpass said, “overwhelming,” it wasn't 
long before the students were all deeply involved in the mock political 
process. Students are, in fact, expected to follow a daily schedule similar 
to that of real legislators, working from 8 a.m. sometimes until |} p.m. 
(with generous breaks for Junch and dinner, of course). 

There was, however, plenty of time for fun as well with special events, 
such as a talent show and a dance, built into the schedule.

Marina issue 
calls for citizens 
to take care in 
forming opinions 


Two of the most complex words in the English 
language as it pertains to the City of Boyne City — 
“waterfront development.” 

As most residents are well aware, there will soon be 
a proposal on the table for a marina project at the 
former One Water Street property (for details, see the 
story on page one). 

I’m not going to get into hashing out the merits of 
one side or another, that’s a job for citizens and 
community leaders, and I would hope that no one 
would base their own opinion of the project on what my 
feelings are towards it. 

1 will, however, say that it is my fondest wish that 
everyone interested in this issue, and by extension 
interested in the future of Boyne City, approach this 
issue with extreme care. 

By that I mean the following: 

* Do not assume that everyone else you encounter 
shares your exact point of view, or should, for that 
matter, Leave room for tolerance of differing view- 
points. Our community is too precious to get caught up 
in the digging in of heels and petty arguing. 

« Make no decisions solely based upon the opinions 
of your friends and neighbors. However well-inten- 
tioned they may be, the information they’re able to 
provide you simply may not be accurate information; at 
the very least, it will be skewed, however unintention- 
ally, by their own emotional investment. 

Get the information first hand. Ask questions of the 
appropriate people. Make your decision based on facts, 
as you have seen them with your own eyes and heard 
them with your ownears. | 

* Do not sign a petition until you have all of the 
information yourself. Do not assume that the petition is 
presenting all the pertinent information. Making a 
decision based on the five lines (or less) written across 
the top of a petition is doing yourself and the commu- 
nity a disservice. 

* Do not, I beg you, allow yourself to be unduly 
influenced by sensationalistic media coverage. While I 
realize how this advice might sound coming from a 
member of the media profession, I know as well as you 
do that there are those who choose to report stories in 
such a way that most benefits the bottom line. Take in 
the information, but ignore the headlines; and confirm 
as much as you can yourself. 

As I said before, I won't use this space to champion 
my own personal opinion on this issue. I will say, that 
it would behoove the city to look very carefully at what 
these developers are proposing and how it may work 
into the goals set, year after year, by community 
members, as well as the recommendations laid out in 
the marketing study commissioned by the DDA last 
year. Remember, too, that this is a world of give and 
take; to get a little, sometimes we may have to give a 
little. To believe that we can get all of the benefit while 
giving nothing of ourselves is, I think, short-sighted. 

Call me an optimist, but in my experience, a little 
spirit of cooperation and good will goes a long way.

One Water Street marina 
proposal is a gift for Boyne City

When I heard the details of the Water Street Whart and 
marina proposal, the most fitting thought was “A GIFT 
HORSE”. Here's what is proposed: 

A gift to the community of a landscaped park at the end 
of Water Street, complete with walkways connecting to 
the present “River Walk.” and at no cost to us taxpayers. 

THANK YOU! 

A gift to the water front appreciators of a 40° x 190° 
wharf over top of the old Jumber wharf pilings. complete 
with safety railings. park benches, and at no cost to us 
taxpayers. 

THANK YOU! 

A floating dock and boat slip-system for private boat 
owners. Well, okay. not public use but the developer and 


. Slip owners will be paying property taxes of-over $50,000 


per year; about $16,000 goes to Boyne City, $21.000 goes 
to Boyne City Schools, some to the county and some to 
the state. Sounds like a gift to me. 

THANK YOU! 

A gift of 16 shoppers docks open to the boating public 
for boaters stopping by to visit Boyne City (shop at the 
Stores and eat at the restaurants). and at no Cost lo us tax- 
payers. 

THANK YOU! 

BUT, how about our view? Personally, I think boats on 
the lake and in the harbors are attractive scenery. And 
thanks to the development in the 1980s (controversial 
then), we don't have to look at that ugly old waterfront 
railroad maintenance barn as a legacy. 

BUT, how about messing with the fish habitat? Well, 
according to DNR fishery biologists, the shade provided 
by the wharf and docks will enhance the fish habitat. and 


if anything it will increase fish population. 

BUT, how about the environmental impact? Using the 
DEQ preliminary review suggestions, the developers de- 
signed the wharf to cover over the existing old lumber 
picr pilings (both in the water and out of the water), thereby 
avoiding disturbance to the lake bottom from pulling pil- 
ings or dredging. Where the boats will park and operate, 
the water depth goes from 9 inches to 30 feet. The project 
construction and future use will have negligible environ- 
mental impact. 

BUT. the “T™ dock at the end extends over the city ri- 
parian line. Yes. as proposed it does. That was done in- 
tentionally to be able to provide three more shoppers dock 
slips and also to provide a better breakwall for not only 
the boats in the marina but also breakwall protection for 
boat docks being planned by the city at the base of the 
bay. If the extension over the city riparian line is rejected, 
the main loss will be three shoppers dock slips and 
breakwall protection for the future city docks. 

BUT. it looks so big. Yes. the floating dock 1s proposed 
at 525 teet long, and that is comparable to the Petoskey 
Marina and the East Jordan Marina. The simple fact ts 
that the size of the proposed dock system allows the de- 
veloper to sel] enough boat slips to make enough profit to 
be generous with gifts to the city and the Boyne City pub- 
lic. 

A Jandscaped park. park walkways. a public wharf, tax 
dollars for the city and our schools, shoppers docks, cus- 
tomers in our downtown, all at no cost to the local tax- 
payers.

being proposed, in order, Cain said, “to support long needed current 
and proposed improvements to the water and sewer systems.” 

Despite making needed expenditure cuts, the proposed budget does 
include some room for forward movement, as well. “We will con- 
tinue to make progress in key areas that will help insure that we main- 
tain a sound foundation not only for now, but so that we will be well 
positioned for when the economy improves,” he said. 

Items included in the proposed budget are a waterfront study, pro- 
viding support for the community’s Main Street application, proceed- 
ing with water system improvements, the continuation of sidewalk 
improvements, and funds for the use of a financial consultant to re- 
view proposed projects and funding levels.

prosecute all charges from the entire sequence of events, even though 
they occurred in more than one county. 
“The most serious criminal activity occurred in Antrim and Kalkaska 


counties,” Donnelly said.

weeks since the proposal was first made public. “The last 
thing We want is this to get between the town,” Wright 
said, . 

The marina, as plans Currently stand, would extend about 
700 feet into the lake, with approximately the first 190 feet 
consisting of decking that will be open to full public use. 

Beyond the deck, the structure would consist of 38 con- 
dominium (privately-owned) boat slips, with 16 shopper's 
docks across the end in aT formation, Itis a/portion of the 
shopper's docks, which also serves as a breakwall, which 
extends approximately 96 feet into City riparian area as

“There’s a reason the dock is so long,” Wright noted, 
addressing concems about the sheer size of the proposed 
project, citing both sensitive fish habitat as well as post- 
industrial “leftovers” which, if disturbed, could lead to 
environmental problems. 

The riparian incursion, he added, is necessary to create 
the number of shopper’s docks desired as well as create a 
breakwall to protect not only the marina project but the 
city docks and mouth of the Boyne River as well. 

What the project offers in return for the easement, Wright 
said, is enhanced public access to the lake, a step towards 
achieving some of the waterfront development goals set 
out in the recent city-wide goal-setting session and in last 
year’s marketing study, commissioned by the Downtown 
Development Authority, and an increased tax base. 

“This is going to add to the vitality of the lakefront,” 
Wright concluded. “You don’t have to look very far at all 
to see other communities taking advantage of their water- 
front (in.a similar way].” 

Following Wright’s presentation, mayor Stackus re- 
quested a single speaker in favor of the easement make 
their comments, followed by a single speaker opposed to 
the project. 

Stepping up in support, John Winn of Charlevoix, 
founder of Four Winns boats, urged the community to se- 
riously consider the project. 

“The thing I like about this project is that it’s not taking 
one dime of public money, and it’s adding revenue to the 
community, jobs to the community,” he said. “If this is not 
approved, it’s the last hurrah for One Water Street [restau-

rant]. This one will not be successful without these slips.” 
And, he added, “this property will be developed by one 
“person or another. It’s zoned commercial. The next one 
might not be nearly as pretty or nearly as good for the com- 
munity.” : 

Winn’s comments were supported by Boyne City resi- 
dents Linda Hall, who cited the need for the city to con- 
sider the economic benefit to the community, and Jeff 
Wellman, who noted that the breakwall would be a protec- 
tion not only for current city docks but future City docks 
currently in the planning stage. 

In opposition, local resident Shirley Howie, who has in 
recent weeks circulated a petition against both the grant- 
ing of a riparian easement and the marina project in gen- 
eral. 

“Thave 800 signatures . . . including 11 city businesses,” 
Howie said. “We’re against blocking our view, and that’s 
what the dock is going to do. 

Boyne City resident Penny Hardy added that, as far as 
riparian rights are concerned, “if we trade to this group, 
what’s to stop private landowners from asking for the same 
consideration. We have to look at it as a precedent-setting 
thing here.” 

Local resident Kim Rottermund noted that though he’s 
not against development, “I wish Krueger and his group 
would develop on his own property, not on city property. 
It’s going to affect the whole riparian issue, all the way up 
to Young State Park.” 

Though the comments were limited to a few, Stackus 
did call for a show of hands in support of and in opposition 
to the riparian easement, a move that deputy city clerk 
Josette Lory clarified was for the reference of the Com- 
mission, and would not be utilized in their decision-mak- 
ing. The show of hands was approximately a 50-50 split 
between support and opposition. 

Following public comment, developer Joe Thomas was 
given an opportunity to speak, during which time he made 
a proposal intending, he said, to ease the controversy over 
the first riparian issue, that of ownership over the end of 
Water Street. 

“Mr. Chamberlain spent a lot of time at the City’s re- 
quest [in determining riparian lines],” Thomas said. “His 
results solve a lot of judgement problems in the City. Un- 
fortunately, it also yields this one small question.

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“I’m here to take the 
teeth out of the tiger. We 
don’t have to argue about 
this,” he said, proposing © 
that rather than dispute the 
ownership, the developers 
would agree to never de- 
velop the piece of land 
commercially, and would, 
instead, commit to devel- 
oping it into a public park, 
“available for everyone to 
use.” 

Additionally, Thomas 
proposed that the City 
could create a fishing pier 
to extend off of the public 
decking on the proposed 


into the overall plan for the 
rest of the basin. 

Though Thomas said 
that he understands the 
concerns presented, “we 
really believe this adds to 
the public’s ability to ac- 
cess and enjoy the water.” 
The deck, he said, will allow the public “a view that no 
one enjoys right now.” 

Despite the airing of views by both those in support and 
those in opposition, or perhaps because of it, City Com- 
missioners opted to table the issue for further study. “This 
process has given me a few more questions,” said com- 
missioner Chuck Vondra. 

“] have some concerns over setting a precedent. To- 
night, I don’t see any reason to give up riparian rights, with- 
out more answers.” 

Commissioner Vicki Standen agreed that more informa- 
tion would be necessary to make a decision. “I agree that 
the waterfront is a great resource,” she said. “J am con- 
cemed about precedent. I’m in favor of a project at this 
location, but ideally I'd love to see it inside its own ripar- 
ian waters. There’s a lot of information we don’t have 
yet.” 
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One Water Street property owner and developer Joe Thomas was 
present at last week’s meeting to discuss issues created by the yet- 
to-be-adopted riparian lines created in a recent study commissioned 
by the City. 


Stackus added that “I’m in favor of the project 100 per- 
cent, but I’m not in favor of giving up riparian rights. A lot 
of information has been brought to a head, has been given 
tous. It’s going to take time to absorb all of this.” Stackus 
then recommended that the issue be put on the agenda for 
the April 8 regular meeting of the City Commission, at 7 
p.m., to be held at the Boyne City High School audito- 
rium, a measure the commission agreed upon:by a vote of 
5-0. 


THOUGH DEVELOPERS were scheduled to present 
their marina proposal to the Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission at its regular meeting on Monday, March 17, the 
item has been postponed in light of the outcome of the 
City Commission meeting regarding the riparian issue. 

The proposal will be presented at a future date to be 
determined.
